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Letter From Raymond Berry 

We are in our new home, known lo- 
cally as "the Mission House," a place 
where many of our workers with In- 
dian Americans have lived. 

My job here is that of social worker 
with Indian children, youth, and fami- 
lies on the Cheyenne River Indian Re- 
servation. This is the largest reserva- 
tion in South Dakota, and on it we 
have seven UCC churches. Some of 
my referrals for casework will come 
from our pastors and leaders in these 
churches. However, I will seek also to 
work closely with the Bureau of Indian 
Affairs, Public Health Service, and 
Public Welfare. My objective will be 
to serve families through intensive 
casework in such a way that they will 
be led to help themselves, arising some- 
what from the utter deprivation which 
now pervades their lives. This task will 
be done through personal counseling, 
guidance, referring to other social ser- 
vice agencies, and urging our Indian 
Americans to take advantage of the 
growing number of opportunities for 
social, economic, and cultural advance- 
ment. 

In all of this, I do not forget that a 
strong faith in God through Jesus 
Christ is the greatest bulwark against 
family disintegration and even social 
deprivation itself. The dignity of man 
and his mission as God's co-worker in 
bringing about meaningful life is a ba- 
sic foundation of my social work. I 
hope to be able to instill hope, courage, 
and above all, self-respect in the per- 
sons with whom I work. 

This is going to be an interesting 
task, and the kind of ministry which I 
believe in so deeply. In it, I realize

The Rev. Joseph H. Evans, pas- 
tor of the Church of the Good Shep- 
herd, Chicago, 111., was selected secre- 
tary cf the denomination to fill the 
vacancy left by retirement of the Rev. 
Dr. Fred S. Buschmeyer, who has serv- 
ed since the organization of the United 
Church. 

Mrs. George E. Kahlenberg of Two 
Rivers, Wis., was elected by the Execu- 
tive Council to be its chairman. This 
is the first time a woman has served 
in this position. 

A total of 703 delegates attended — 
341 ministerial and 362 lay. More than 
2,000 people, however, attended. 

The delegates voted a base budget 
of $10,600,000 for 1968, plus an addi- 
tional million for Breakthrough. The 
delegates were assured that Peace Pri- 
ority Program would receive at least 
$45,000 to support its activities in 1968. 

In other actions, delegates adopted 
a resolution supporting the right of 
"selective conscientious objection" to 
participation in particular wars and a 
resolution on Vietnam. The latter reso- 
lution called for a "serious reapprais- 
al" of the bombing of North Vietnam 
and for both United States and North 
Vietnam governments "at the same 
time" to stop sending additional troops 
into South Vietnam.

He is a native of Nor- 
wich, N. Y., and a graduate of Oberlin 
College and Hartford Seminary. 

Dr. Skidmore has been secretary of 
the Pension Board since 1960. He has 
been active in Church Pensions Con- 
ferenc 

He served as superintendent of the 
Michigan Conference from 1941 to 
1960. Born in Oldbury, England, he 
grew up in Michigan where his father 
was pastor of mission churches. He 



attended Olivet College and Oberlin
